The  population  of  the  City  in  the  middle  of  1927  is  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  50,890.  The  annual  increase 
since  the  census  of  1921  being  about  300. 

The  health  of  the  Citizens  during  the  year  was  good,  except¬ 
ing  the  results  of  an  epidemic  of  Influenza  which  occurred 
during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  and  14  deaths  were 
assigned  to  this  cause.  Pneumonia  was  also  very  prevalent 
during  that  period  and  caused  25  deaths. 

The  Birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  only  14.9' 
This  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  and  below  the  rates  of  the 
War  years.  The  average  rate  for  the  ten  preceding  years 
was  18.1 . 

The  Death-rate  was  12.8  per  1000  of  the  population  :  the 
average  Death-rate  of  the  10  preceding  years  was  13.1. 
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The  infant  Death-rate  was  60  per  1060  births.  The  average 
rate  of  the  10  preceding  years  was  60.5.

The  average  infant  Death-rate  for  the  fir^fiye .years hi  this 
Century  was  145  ;  that  for  the  last  five  was 

58.4.  As  each  year  a  number  of  young  women  become  mothers 
they  have  to  be  educated  in  the  care  of  the  baby  borrrfo  ihem.

The  lack  of  housing  accommodation  is  still  a  great  handicap 
on  the  efforts  ,  made  to  prevent  disease  and  to  improve  the 
health  of  the  Citizens.  Overcrowding  in  a  house  impairs  the 
health  of  the  occupants,  and  if  thev  fall  ill  decreases  the 
chance  of  recovery.  There  were  at  the  end  of  1927  more 
than  600  names  of  persons  making  application  for  Council 
Houses,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had  99  cases  of  gross 
overcrowding  on  his  register. 


The  Chief  Inspector,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  gives  a  record  of 
much  good  work  during  the  year.  He  keeps  vigilant  watch 
on  the  quality  of  the  food  supply,  and  especially  on  the  meat 
sold  in  the  City.  The  City  Slaughter  Houses  are  being  increas¬ 
ingly  used  for  the  killing  of  animals.  This  is  desirable,  as 
every  part  of  every  animal  killed  is  carefully  inspected  before 
removal  for  sale.

Table  II.  gives  the  causes  of  death-of  the  46  infants  who 
died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year.  It  will  be  seen  that 
14  died  during  the  first  week,  9  from  premature  birth  and 
3  from  congenital  malformations.  After  the  first  month 
pneumonia  was  the  cause  of  death  of  11  infants  out  of  the 
31  dying  in  that  period.

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The  Water  Supply. — The  Reports  from  the  Bacteriologist 
of  the  weekly  samples  taken  from  the  Pure  Water  tank  at  the 
Waterworks  have  been  good,  with  the  exception  of  the 
samples  taken  between  January  29th  and  February  8th. 
At  the  beginning  of  that  period  the  River  Severn-  was  in  flood 
and  there  was  heavy  local  rains,  causing  the  Barbourne  Brook 
to  overflow.  The  micro-organisms  on  a  three  days’  count 
were  excessive  for  a  week,  but  the  B.  Coli  never  exceeded 
.2  in  100  c.c.  of  the  water.

Briefly,  the  object  of  the  Act  is  the  improvement  of  existing 
houses,  or  the  conversion  of  buildings  into  houses  by  securing 
from  the  Bocal  Authority  a  Grant  or  Boan  towards  the  expense 
thereof.  The  Act  does  not  apply  to  a  house  which  would  be 
worth  more  than  £400  after  the  improvements  had  been 
completed,  nor  must  the  improvements  cost  less  than  £50. 
The  maximum  Grant  is  two-thirds  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
work,  and  is  limited  to  £100  per  house. 

The  Act  so  far  has  more  or  less  been  a  “  dead  letter  ”  in  the 
City’,  the  reason  I  think  being  that  the  permissible  increase  of 
rent  is  only  3  per  cent,  on  the  Owner’s  outlay,  whereas  under 
the  Rent  Act  it  is  possible  to  charge  8  per  cent,  on  Structural 
Repairs.  Endeavours  have  been  made  to  make  the  Act 
widely  known  by  supplying  printed  leaflets  and  particulars  to 
Owners  of  small  property.

No  tripe  dressing  is  done  by  the  butchers  themselves,  the 
tripes  being  disposed  of  to  the  various  tripe  dressers  in  the 
City. 

With  regard  to  the  transport  and  handling  of  meat,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory 
methods  adopted  for  covering  the  meat  during  transit  ;  but 
in  each  case  a  request  for  improved  methods  has  been  readily 
acceded  to  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  further  action. 

All  the  butchers  in  this  City  have  recognised  days  and  hours 
for  slaughtering,  and,  except  in  the  case  of  emergency 
slaughter,  there  has  been  no  alteration  or  amendment  to  the 
original  notices  sent  in  bv  the  various  butchers.

All  the  six  Registered  Cowsheds  were  regularly  visited  by 
the  District  Inspectors,  and  the  Council’s  Veterinary  Inspector, 
accompanied  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  examined  every 
milking  cow  in  the  City.

But  any  further  permanent  reduction  is  improbable  until  the 
housing  problem  has  been  solved.  Dark,  damp,  ill- vent  dated, 
inconvenient  and  insanitary’  houses,  even  if  not  actually  over¬ 
crowded,  are  I  believe  the  most  important  factors  to-dav  in 
weighting  the  balance  against  the  infant's  chance  of  life  in  what 
Tennyson  so  aptly  called  “  the  warrens  of  the  poor.”

The  Central  Midwives’  Board  issued  newT  Rules  to  come  into 
force  on  January  1st,  1927.
